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Coconino County Deputy Sheriff RAY STOCK, 

[Flagstaff, Arizona, advised that at 2:20 AM, he received 
[telephone call from a male who reported that he had some 
’■important information to give to the FBI but declined to 
furnish his name. Deputy STOCK stated that at the outset, 
when the caller indicated the call was important, he immediately 
cut a tape of the conversation and made available the tape, 
a transcription of which is set forth below. 

Deputy STOCK also stated that during the call and 
immediately thereafter, he dispatched deputies to truck 
stops on the outskirts of Flagstaff in an effort to locate 
the caller who indicated he was having a steak which was 
getting cold while he talked. This investigative effort 
developed two license numbers of cars, which later turned 
out to belong to local people, and failed to locate any 
place that was serving or had served a steak at the pertinent 
time. 

The above tape is transcribed as follows: 

Caller: "On this guy{||§^pgpf rom here in Flagstaff - 

and - he married a girlTron^Flagstaf f , a Spanish 
girl, and I happen to know that this guy was in 
Memphis, at the time. He bought a plane ticket 
from Phoenix to Memphis at the time, and him and 
this RAY, FAY RAY, the guy that was, the FBI was - 
oh, I don’t know exactly about what the story was 
on that, but those guys did do timb together, in 
the Federal penitentiary and also in the state. 

He's from Florida, I guess originally, I think - 
I’m not for *ure whether he is from Florida or not, 
but I know he done time there in the state of 
Florida, and also in the Federal. And I do know 
that this guy did buy a plane ticket to Memphis, 

Tennessee. I am, pretty sure it was either the day 
before or tv/o days before the time that MARTIN LUTHER 
KING was shot, and they did do time together."
